Incidentally, it should not be forgotten that the 
police department is not a private corpora boo but 
is a public institution maintained by the taxpayers 
of the community. Necessarily much of the informa¬ 
tion it obtains in connection with its enforcement of 
the law, prevention of crime and the apprehension of 
law-breakers canftSt be given out. but publicity about 
motor-car accidents is desirable both for the protec¬ 
tion of the public and from the standpoint of the 
police m the performance of their duties. Freak 
orders of the kind we have mentioned serve neither 
purpose, but they certainly reflect upon the intelli¬ 
gence of those responsible for them.
